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CLASS  HISTORY 


It  seems  only  yesterday:

With  such  talent  as  Olga  Goodfriend,  William 
Natale,  Lucille  Terry,  and  Stanley  Melillo,  it  could 
not  have  been  anything  but  a  success.  As  Mr. 
Boudreau  said  after  the  performance,  "I  guess 
the  class  of  '3S  will  eat  lobsters  instead  of  beans 
at  his  banc]uet." 

The  basketball  season  opened  with  versatile  Louis 
Abrams  as  captain — with  a  promising  team.  Again 
the  track  captain  was  Edwin  Macfarland,  who 
brought  more  glory  and  triumphs  to  Winthrop 
High  School.  The  girls'  intra-mural  basketball 
championship  was  won  by  the  stars  of  Room  15.

Then  came  the  biggest  news  of  all.    Mr.  Senior
